New Delhi, the 2nd August, 1973 

S.R.O. 244.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (.62 of 1957), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following regulations, fur- 
ther to amend the Naval Ceremonial, conditions of Service 
and Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, published with the noti- 
fication of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Defence No. SRO 22-E dated the 19th February, 1964, 
namely:— 

1. These Regulattions may be called the Naval Ceremonial, 
Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous (5th Amendment) 
Regulations 1973. 

2. (1) In regulation 342 of the Naval Ceremonial, Condi- 
tions of Service and Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964 (here- 
inafter referred to as the said regulations), 

(a) under the heading (A) Executive Branch 

(i) Jn item (c) (i), for the figures “25”, the figures 
“24" shall be substituted; 

(ii) In item (d) (ii), after the words “Hold a 
the words “First Mates or” shall be inserted; 

(iii) Under item (d) (ii), the following notes shall 
be inserted, namely ; — 

Note : — 

(1) Those in possession of Master’s Certificate of 
Competency (Foreign Going) with experience of 
2 years as Chief Officer of ships of not less than 
2000 tons and those who arc Master Pilot in 
the Hooghly Pilot Service and over 28 years 
of age may be given 2 years antedated seniority 
in the rank of Lieutenant. 

(2) Those in possession of Master’s Certificate oi 
Competency (Foreign Going) may be given one 
year antedated seniority in the rank of Lieutenant 
if over 26 years of age. 

(b) Under the heading (B) Engineering Branch, below 
item (b)(ii), the following notes shall be inser- 
ted namely; — 

Note ; — - 

(1) Those who are in possession of the above cer- 
tificate and have two years experience as Chief 
Engineer of ship of 2000 tons or more may be 
given antedated seniority of two years in the 
rank of Lieutenant provided they are over 28 
years of age. 

(2) Those who are in possession of the above certifi- 

cate and arc over 26 years of age may be given 
one year antedated seniority in the rank of 
Lieutenant. 

(2) To Regulation 350 of the said regulations, the fol- 
lowing proviso shall be added at the end, namely 

(d) Provided that in deserving cases the Chief of the 
Naval Stall" may relax the rules of initial and ob- 
ligatory training if he considers i hat such relaxa- 
tion is necessary. Applications for such relaxa- 
tion may be made through the Registrar of Reser- 
ves stating full reasons for the relaxation. 
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(3) In regulation 353 o£ the said regulations, for sub- 
regulation (3), the following sub-regulation shall be substi- 
tuted namely: — 

(3) The excesses or shortages of all training periods 
upto seven days may be regularised under the 
powers of the Chief of the Naval Staff. 

(4) In regulation 381 of the said regulations, after item 
(c), the following item shall be inserted, namely: — - 

(d) Civilian Gazetted Officer Class I and Civilians in 
Central Government Service or those employed in 
local bodies or reputed firms and in receipt of 
basic pay exceeding Rs. 800|- per month, will 
be entitled to the grant of first class fare by rail 
or highest class fare by steamer, as the case may 
be, when called up before the Board of Selection 
for commission in the Indian Naval Reserve or 
the Indian Naval Volunteer Reserve. They will 
also be entitled to road mileage and daily allowance 
as admissible to officers of Grade I if in receipt 
of pay of Rs. 800/- p.m. or above. Those draw- 
ing pay upto Rs. 799/- per month will be entitled 
to such allowance as are admissible to officers of 
Grade II. 

(5) For Regulation 383 of the said regulations, the 
following regulation shall be substituted, namely: — 

383. Commencement and Cessation of full pay. — When 
called up for training or service, pay shall commence from 
the date officer actually starts his journey to report for 
duty and shall cease from the date the return journey ends 
and they will be entitled to the same travelling allowances 
on joining first appointment and termination of their active 
service as admissible to regular officers of the Indian 
Navy of equivalent rank. 

Provided that pay and allowances for travelling time, tor 
each journey from or to the place of residence shall be 
restricted to ten days in case where the period of such 
journey exceeds that limit. 

(6) In regulation 387 of the said regulations, ntter 
clause (c), the following clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

(d) Officers will be entitled, with effect from the 1st 
January, 1970, to renewal of outfit allowance 
under the same conditions as are applicable to re- 
gular officers of the Indian Navy on the basis of 
call up service.
